Passed Assistant Surgeon Wilson reports, January 28: 

Smallpox has increased in prevalence in Cairo during the last few 
weeks. There are probably more than 100 cases now under treat- 
ment. A physician has been appointed by the mayor to take charge 
of the situation. Formerly a nonmedical man was acting as health 
officer. Vaccination is being urged on the people through the physi- 
cians and the schools. 

All patients whether admitted to the Marine Hospital or treated as 
out-patients are vaccinated without regard to whether they have old 
sears or not. All persons living on the reservation have been recently 
vaccinated. 

Crews of vessels are vaccinated at the request of captains, and cap- 
tains are advised that vaccination be done.

At 
the close of the week there were in the hospital Sado Sebastidio 139 
cases of smallpox and 22 cases of plague; in the hospital Engenho de 
Dentro 81 cases of smallpox, and in the hospital Paula Candido 58 
convalescent cases of smallpox. . 

Week ended December 27. 

Total deaths, 369. No deaths due to yellow fever, and no cases 
reported. Eleven new cases of plague were reported with 7 deaths, 
and 103 cases of smallpox with 56 deaths. Of the total number of cases 
of smallpox reported, 37 occurred in the suburban portions of the city. 
At the close of the week there were in the hospital Sio Sebastidio, 134 
cases of smallpox, and 16 cases of plague under treatment; in the 
hospital Engenho do Dentro, 62 cases of smallpox under treatment, and 
in the hospital Paula Candido, 32 convalescent cases of smallpox. 

During the year 1908, to date, only 4 deaths have been caused by 
yellow fever, and these occurred in the early part of the year.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Ransom reports, December 28: 

Week ended December 26. Supplemental bills of health were issued 
to + steamships, having an aggregate personnel of 1,567. There were 
inspected 3 vessels, 420 members of crews, and 613 steerage passen- 
gers. Manifests were viséed for 1,239 pieces of freight. 

The steamship Mongo//a from Shanghai to Manila direct was 
inspected at Woosung about sunset on the day of sailing. No cargo 
was shipped from Shanghai by this vessel, and none of her Asiatic per- 
sonnel was allowed ashore. The steamship Manchuria also remained 
in the stream at Woosung, and the steamship S7//, for New York via 
Hongkong, and the steamship 7isa Maru, for Seattle via Japan, were 
required to remain at buoys in the river instead of coming to the 
wharves here. These precautions were taken particularly on account 
of plague among rats here, and with the view of preventing infection 
of the vessels from that source. 

A circular letter was addressed by this oflice to steamship agents at 
this port relative to the prevalence of plague among rats, recommend- 
ing that vessels bound to American ports remain in the stream while 
here, and that the communication between the crew and shore be lim- 
ited as much as possible. Rat guards on all lines either to the shore 
or to lighters were insisted upon, as was also the hoisting of ladders 
and gangways at night. pes tm exclusively by daylight where pos- 
sible was also recommended, as was also the fumigation at terminal 
ports of vessels when empty. 

Infected rats continue to be found, but no cases have so far been 
reported among human beings. 

Only rats found dead are being examined bacteriologically. Of 
these about 12 per cent show plague. The infected area is in what is 
known as Hongkew, and the largest number of infected rats have been 
found about one block back from the water front, but such animals 
have been found distributed over a territory more than 2 miles in 
length. They are also being found in the vicinity of the filter beds 
from which the local water supply is drawn. 

Gangs for the destruction of rats and for rat-proofing work in the 
native houses and wharfs are to be organized. Rat-proofing is a hope- 
less task here because of the character of the native buildings, and it 
will also be a most difficult problem to destroy rats to a degree which 
will be effective as a prophylactic measure. 
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Employees engaged in the work of collecting dead rats are now 
being protected with Haffkine prophylactic, the material being pro- 
duced in the local laboratory under foreign supervision. 

Notr.—The examination of rats for plague infection at Shanghai 
was instituted after the occurrence of a plague death on a river boat 
at Hankau, November 30, under circumstances which indicated that the 
disease might have been contracted at Shanghai. No cases of human 
plague having occurred at Shanghai, examination of rats was made 
with the result that rats undoubtedly dead of plague were found. 
(See Public Health Reports, January 22, 1909, p. 88.)

Having recently completed and copied the mortality 
statistics of this city for the year 1908, comparing it with the past 
years, 1 was struck with the fact that at the end of both American 
interventions the mortality showed a decided decrease. The mor- 
tality of a place is apt to vary from year to vear within certain limits. 

In the accompanying table it will be noted that from the year 1899, 
the first year after the war, when there were 1,383 deaths, the mor- 
tality steadily decreased. In 1902, when the Cuban Republic was insti- 
tuted, the deaths were 1,009. They remained low for 3 years. begin- 
ning to go up again in 1905, when there were 1,180 deaths. The next 
year, 1906, there were 1,239 deaths. In September, the second Ameri- 
can intervention began. The deaths went down to 1,193 in 1907 and 
to 1,058 in 1908. 

The data: from 1888 to 1901 is compiled from the vital statistics 

ublished monthly by the board of health of this city during the first 
intervention. 

From 1902 the statistics have been compiled by me from the weekly 
reports of burials sent by the mayor to the consul.

Report from Guatemala City— Decrease in smallpox epidemie— Com- 


pulsory vaccination. 


The following is received from Minister Heimke, under date of Jan- 
uary 13: 

Energetic measures have been adopted by the Government of the 
Republic of Guatemala for the control and suppression of smallpox, 
and the disease is gradually abating. Three weeks ago it was esti- 
mated that there were between 2,500 and 2,800 cases of smallpox in

In December, 1908, a sanitary inspector for the board of health, 
Territory of Hawaii, found dead rats in a stable in Hilo known as 
the city stable; also in another stable less than 100 yards distant. 
In all, 43 dead rats were found in these stables. The diagnosis of

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plague has been confirmed bacteriologically in the case of 5 of these 
rodents and a provisional diagnosis of plague made in the case of 
3 others. The latter were too far decomposed for successful 
examination. 

Upon request of the president of the board of health, and by 
direction of temporary chief quarantine officer Moore, 1 proceeded 
to Hilo, Hawaii, leaving Honolulu January 5 and returning to this 
station January 16. 

Upon my arrival at Hilo an investigation was begun that consumed 
ten days. The first case of human plague in Hilo died in 1899, and 
was buried within a few feet of the house in which the case occurred. 
The house was then burned. The body was buried surrounded by 
quicklime. 

From that time to the present date several outbreaks have appeared 
in the neighborhood in which the case referred to occurred, the two 
stables mentioned being but a few yards away. With the exception 
of a group of + cases occurring in 1903-4, about one mile distant, most 
of the human cases have been in this neighborhood, or have slept at 
one of the stables mentioned. 

Furthermore, the city stable hauls all freight for the Olaa planta- 
tion, which had plague in 1907. Much good work had already been 
done in this neighborhood since the occurrence of the human cases on 
February 22 and April 6, 1908, respectively. This work consisted in 
raising all houses above ground or laying concrete floors, and the 
destruction of most of the rat harbors which had previously existed. 
This work is to be continued until completed in an area of several 
blocks about this infected focus. 

In dealing with the problem of rat destruction, it was advised that 
Hilo be divided into 3 districts; the first to include all that portion 
of the city where infection was known to exist; the second, all of the 
city on the west side; and the third, all on the east side of the infected 
area. 

In the central district, “ the infected district,” it was advised that: 
1. The werk of destroying rat harbors be continued until completed. 
2. That poison be placed in every house in this district and be visited 
once daily to replace any that may have been eaten. 3. That at least 
2 traps be set in each house in this district and visited once daily. 4. 
That every rat hole be located and fumigated with carbon bisulphid 
twice a week. 5. That a reward be paid for each plague rat brought 
in and that the trappers be told that the probability of earning such 
reward was very great if they sought dead rats in this district. 6. 
That all garbage be collected each afternoon on each working day of 
the week. 

In the adjoining two districts it was recommended that: 1. At least 
one trap be set in each house. 2. That poison be placed in each house 
and visited several times weekly. 

Arrangement was made to have the interisland vessels that do not 
come to Honolulu, fumigated at intervals at Hilo. Those that do come 
to Honolulu will be fumigated there. 

Arrangements have also been made to have all vessels plying between 
Hilo and the mainland fumigated at intervals and a certificate of this 
fact issued to them. The only exception to this is in the case of ves- 
sels of the American-Hawaiian Steamship Company, which ocecasion- 
ally go direct from Hilo to the Pacific coast of the United States. 
These are too large to be handled at Hilo. 
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It is considered that all vessels arriving from Hilo without proper 
certificates of recent fumigation are unsafe, whether they have lain at 
wharf or were loaded from lighters, as many of the latter are so con- 
structed as to be excellent rat harbors. 

The Hilo wharf, which is about a mile from the known area of in- 
fection, was inspected with a view to the practicability of making it 
rat proof, but this was not considered practicable, the frequent fumi- 
gation of vessels being preferable. AY, the mainland vessels, only 
those from Eureka, Cal., lie at this wharf, but small vessels and light- 
ers ply between this wharf and all vessels lying in the open roadstead. 

A case of plague has occurred in a guinea pig kept near the room

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Great Brrrain— Lngland and Wales.—The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended January 
9, 1909, correspond to an annual rate of 17.5 per 1,000 population, 
which is estimated at 16,234,952. 

London.—One thousand six hundred and seventy-two deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 72, scarlet fever 4, diph- 
theria 20, enteric fever 8, whooping cough 14, tuberculosis 138, and 
17 from diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an 
annual rate of 18 per 1,000. In greater London 2,360 deaths were 
registered. In the ‘‘ outer ring” the deaths included 4 from measles, 
4 from diphtheria, and 2 from whooping cough. 

Ireland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended January 9, 1909, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 20.4 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,131,959. The lowest rate was recorded in Sligo, 
viz, 4.8, and the highest in Kilkenny, viz, 44.2 per 1,000. 

Scotland.—TYhe deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended January 9, 1909, correspond to an annual rate of 19.5 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,839,038. The highest 
rate of mortality was recorded in Perth, viz, 27.9, and the lowest in 
Leith, viz, 13.4 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths regis- 
tered from all causes was 698, including measles 1, diphtheria 7, 
scarlet fever 5, whooping cough 33, and 2 from enteric fever.
